“ I wiLl voice my own philos­

Fannin, now wending up his 
third 
term 
as 
governor, 
will 
succeed Coldwater, the defeated 
COP presidential nominee, as 
Arizona’s junior 
senator 
next 
month. 
“ I’m not going to represent 
any one person,” Fannin said in 
an interview. He says he and 
Coldwater “ are in agreem ent 
on m ost issues, but w'e don’t 
agree on everything. Some of 
the issues on which we disagree 
probably will be coming up next 
year.” 
Shuns Label 
The political careers of Fan­ 
nin and Coldwater have been 
the most successful in state Re­ 
publican 
history. 
Fannin 
was 
the first three-term COP gover­ 
nor: Coldwater, the p arty ’s sec­ 
ond senator. 
They have been close political 
allies. Fannin nom inated Cold­ 
w ater for the presidency in 1960, 
and served as his spokesm an on 
m any occasions during the pres­ 
idential campaign. 
As a friend of G oldw ater’s, he 
was considered a conservative. 
Fannin, however, shuns the la­ 
bel, preferring to oe known only 
as a Republican. 
As a senator, Fannin, said, “ I 
will try to be studious and re­ 
serve my comment* until I am 
well versed.” 
Gives His Platform 
To 
specific 
questions, 
how­ 
ever, he made these responses: 
Foreign Aid — “ We should 
help people to help them selves. 
Foreign assistance to Commu­ 
nist countries should be used 
alm ost as a reward. There is an 
area here of encouragem ent and 
rew-ard. I am against any pro­ 
gram to a Communist country 
which 
doesn’t 
want 
to 
pull 
aw ay.” 
Civil Rights — "I certainly 
am not going to m ake an issue 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
until I see how it works out.” 
la b o r — “ I am very much in 
favor 
of 
state 
right-to-work 
laws, but I am against a nation­ 
al right-to-work law .” 
Jobs Corps Camps — “These 
cam ps can be beneficial, but I 
am very concerned about their 
adm inistration.” 
As 
governor, 
Fannin already has 
approved 
cam ps for several Arizona com ­ 
m unities. 
Federal Aid to Education — 
This is proper where there is a 
dual responsibility such as large 
federal land ownership or the 
existence of defense industries 
or service installations. 
Reapprtionm ent 
of 
Legisla­ 
tures — The 
Congress 
should 
pass legislation restoring to the 
states the authority to apportion 
their legislatures on plans ap­ 
proved by the voters at special 
elections.

Soviet Union 
No Santa Claus, 
Nasser Warned

President 
Gamal Abdel N asser can expect 
little if any food from the Soviet 
Union if the United States cuts 
off its multimillion-dollar food- 
ajd program to the United Arab 
Republic, sources close to the 
Russians said today. 
Soviet Deputy Prem ier Alex­ 
ander 
Shelepin, 
one 
of 
the 
Krelin’s 
new 
leaders, 
told 
Nasser in effect that the Soviet 
Union is no Santa Claus, these 
sources said. 
Shelepin returned to Moscow 
earlier this week after a 10-day 
visit to Egypt. He apparently 
took a hard look at the way So­ 
viet m ilitary and economic aid 
is being spent here. 
The sources gave this sum ­ 
m ary 
of Shelepin’s 
conversa­ 
tions with N asser: 
TTie Soviet leader cam e to

to 
assure 
Nasser 
that 
form er 
Prem ier 
Khrushchev's 
pro-Egyptian 
policies 
are 
not 
being abandoned and that the 
Egyptian can expect continued 
fruitful relations with the Soviet 
Union —but only on a realistic 
basis. 
But Shelepin emphasized that 
the Soviet Union has problems 
at home, especially in agricul­ 
ture, 
and 
vast 
com m itm ents 
abroad. 
“ We are not a rich uncle like 
the United States and we cannot 
afford 
to 
throw 
our 
money 
around,” one Soviet source said. 
“ We m ust be sure we are get­ 
ting full value for everything we 
give. 
“ Our relations will be on a 
more realistic footing in the fu­ 
ture.”

The defeated COP vice-presi­ 
dential candidate, who will re­ 
turn to his upstate New York 
law practice after his congres­ 
sional term expires Jan. 3, cited 
his age — 50 — and his family 
— he and his wife have four 
children — as his reasons for 
retiring from public life. 
Miller, 
interviewed 
by

phone at his Washington home, 
said he is too old to move in and 
out of politics but still young 
enough to develop a thriving 
law practice. 
Back To Law Office 
‘‘The choice was between re­ 
entering public life and trying to 
get a holding operation until an 
opportunity developed or to cut 
the ties com pletely and return 
to my law practice,” he said. 
Miller cited his family and a 
desire to return to his law prac­ 
tice in announcing last Jan. 9 a 
decision to bow out of public life 
both as a congressm an ‘and as 
Republican national chairm an, 
a post he held from June 2, 1961, 
until last Ju ly ’s Republican N a­ 
tional Convention. 
Sen. B arry Coldw ater of A ri­ 
zona, the defeated COP presi­ 
dential candidate, tagged him at 
that time as his running m ate. 
Miller accepted the vice-presi­ 
dential nomination despite his 
earlier announcem ent to retire 
but indicated today his decision 
won’t change this time. 
Needed By Children 
“ We've m ade a down pay­ 
m ent on a home in Lockport, 
and I intend to stay there and 
practice 
law 
and 
not 
move 
again,” M iller said. “ I’m sure 
of it.” 
Most of his children will be at 
a crossroada in life during the 
coming year and M iller said he 
is anxious to settle down for 
their sake. 
His oldest daughter, Elizabeth 
Ann, 21, will be graduated in 
June from Newton College of 
the Sacred H eart in Boston. His 
second oldest, M ary Karen, 17, 
will be graduated in June from 
high school in Washington and 
plans to enter Newton College in 
Septem ber. 
His son, William Jr., will turn

The two groups have joined 
with IO other organizations in

Harold (P at) Gasm an, secre­ 
tary and “voice” of the Es­ 
canaba T axpayer’s Association, 
charged W ednesday that M ichi­ 
gan’s new C onstitution and re ­ 
cently enacted school laws are 
“unfair to the people” and sug­ 
gested errors could have been 
made 
in 
last 
w eek’s 
school 
m illage election here. 
Speaking over radio station 
WDBC 
with 
an 
Association 
“report” regarding its position 
on the school election, Gasman 
said that the new constitution 
and laws are “a great benefit 
to the schools and a hardship 
on the people.” 
The Taxpayer’s Association, 
under Federal Communications 
Commission 
regulations, 
had 
asked for equal time because 
the 
radio 
station 
had 
asked 
school officials to comment on 
the result on election night. 
The Taxpayers Association, 
an anonymous group except for 
Gasman, actively opposed the 
4.5 mill proposal for five years 
for operating expenses which 
was approved on Dec. 22. 


After defeating a 4-mill re­ 
quest on Sept. I, school district 
voters passed the 4.5 mill pro­ 
posal by three votes, 2,544 to 
2,541. 
"We feel very strongly that 
there could very easily be an 
error in the Cornell Township 
vote,” Gasman said. “It has oc­ 
curred many times, more than 
once in this county, where the 
totals were transposed . . . If 
this did occur the millage would 
have been voted down by four 
votes.” 
Cornell Township, the only 
one of IO precincts voting in 
the election which did not use 
voting machines, approved the 
millage, 58-51. 


“The law gives the people 
only 
six 
days, 
Sundays 
and 
holidays 
included, 
to 
submit 
a request for a recount and 
that request must have on it 
the signatures of IO pier cent of 
the voters,” Gasman said. “P re ­ 
viously, one only needed to pay 
$5 per precinct for a recount.” 
Gasman said that the direc- 
lors of the Taxpayers Associa­ 
tion decided last weekend not 
to attempt to acquire the need­ 
ed signatures because such an 
attempt 
would 
“disclose 
our 
membership” and expos# than® 
to 
economic

Gasman said that state elec­ 
tion laws and new Constitution 
provisions which allow all reg­ 
istered voters, not just property 
owners, to vote on millage pro­ 
posals are “unfair.” 
He said that, while averyon#

"We have been besieged by 
many people, before and ainee 
the election, who are deeply 
concerned about how they are 
going to pay these additional 
taxes . . . These people depend 
upon our association to protect

"What this county needs is a 
much stronger Taxpayer’s A s­ 
sociation. What this state needs
